0. Now I appeal to any Man of Common Senſe , 
whether this effect could ha ve followed, upon a motive 
of Perſwaſion, for which there had been no Foundation, 
either in Scripture, or at leaſt in ſome prevailing Tradi- 
tions and Principles generally received at that time: 
Whether the Apoſtles, inſtead of gaining Converts and 
Eſteem, as they daily did, muſt not, quite contrary, have 
given their Enemies the greateſt advantage over them 


that could be, and drawn upon themſelves univerfal in- 


dignation and ſcorn, had this merhad. of uterpreticg the 
Old Law been as much exploded by the Antient, as it 


| hath been by late and Modern Jews: Nay, Whether 
| Men, who in all other Caſes diſcourſe Rationally and 
Conſiſtently, could ever be guilty of an Abſurdity ſo 


t, as that of joyaing iſſue with their Subtileſt and 
bittereſt Adverſaries, upen a Medium altogether New, 
and ſure to be difclauned as oon as heard by thern. So

let it but be allowed, that the firſt Preachers of Chriſtia- 
nity, were Men of any Ordinary Reaſon and Prudence,

ſumption; that the Explications of the Ritual Law in the 
New Teſtament, were by no means contradictory to the 
ſtated Maxims, whereby thoſe of that Age judged of 
the true Importance and deſign of the Old. I add, 

3. Thirdly. That it was not at all neceſſary , God 
ſhould declare that Inſtitution Typical by any expreſs 
Text in the Law it ſelf. The Reaſon is, becauſe this 
Typical Law was then the meaſure of w/w Obedi- 
ence, and ſo to continue, till the Antitype ſhould come 

to be eſtabliſn'd in it's Place. During this figurative 
State then, could it be fit to publiſh any thing, which 

would Naturally leſſen the Regard due to it? Nay, 

Types being not only of a Figurative, but in fome Sort 
of a Prophetick Importance; As Men were left to find 
out the accompliſhment of Prophecies, by comparing 
the Circumſtances of Predictions and their reſpeAive 
Events; Why might they not as reaſonable be left to 
collect the Typical Nature and deſign of certain Inſtitu- 
tions, by Contemplating and Comparing theſe with the 
things Typified by them? And why was it not, in the 
one caſe as well as the other, time enough to do this, 
when the things themſelves thus ſignified ſhould, in their 
proper Seaſon, be brought to Light ? Js

The time will not permit me to 
multiply Inſtances of this kind; Nor is it needful; ſince 
all I aim at by this Particular is to urge, that there are in 
the Jews own Scriptures, if not direct declarations of 
this Point, yet ſuch fignifications of it at leaſt, as juſtiſie 
that Analogy and mutual Correſpondence between. the. 
Two Teſtaments, which we find the Chriſtian. Writers

Why ſhould not ſuch a one content them, as, though 1t 
do not fay the thing in ſo many words, yet if impartially 
and heedfully attended to, miniſters ground ſufficient 
for this Inference? Now of that kind St. Paul hath 


furniſhed them with a very remarkable one long ago; 


no leſs than that which contains God's own direction to 


Moſes, when he firſt appointed thoſe Ritual (t) ſervices. 
The uſe he makes of it is, to prove (a) that the Prieſts, 
who offered gifts according to the Law, ſerved to the ex. 
ple and ſbadew of heavenly things. And this Concluſion 
-he builds upon that Admonition to Moſes, when he. was

about to make the Tabernacle, Ste that thou make all things 


according to the pattern ſhewed to thee in the Mount. For 
truly underſtanding the force of this Argument, Two 
things ſeem here implied, which we mult be ſure to take 


_ with us. One is, That, however the methods for 


ing this might vary, yet the general Deſign of God 
is One and the Same in all his Diſpenſations with Man- 
kind; and That is no other, than to put them in a way 
of attaining the utmoſt Perfection of their Nature, and 
Happineſs with himſelf. The Second, That, the Princi- 
pal part of the Levitical Inſtitution conſiſting in the 
Rites and Circumſtances of Divine Worſhip, whatever 
the Condition of that Inſtitution can be proved to have 
been, with regard to this moſt excellent Branch of it, 
the ſame we have reaſon to conclude it to have been 
with regard to all the reſt. Here then we may obferve 
a threefold Gradation, the Things themſelves, the Pattern 
of thoſe things, and the Thims made after that Pattern:

The Original or Prototype is no other tlian Exquiſite 
Bliſs and ſinleſs Perfection in a future State. Ius was 
the conſtant aim and laſt view; but the Adminiſtrations 
which led Men toward it, differed at different times as 
God faw fit. Under the Law the Repreſentations of it 
were diflant and confuſed ; Eternal Happineſs yeil'd 
under Temporal Promiſes ; Inward Graces. figured by 
Outward Purifications; Pardon of Sins — —. by the 
inter poſition of mean and imperfect Saerifices: and there- 
fore This is term'd the Copy of a Pattern, the Shadow of 
| an Image, faint, and dark, and indiſtinc. Under the 

FA Goſpel the Grace of God is more clearly manifeſted ,. 
the Promiſes are Spiritual and Eternal, the Services re- 
quired are Inward and real Virtues, the Atonement for Sin 

Perfect and Sufficient ; and therefore This is called the. 
Pattern, the next and brighteſt Similitude of the Ori- 
ginal above, the cloſeſt approach we can arrive at in 
the preſent State, to that which is reſerved for us in the 
next Life: This the very Image; As much a better 
Reſemblance than the Former, as a Statue in full Dimen- 
ſions, or a Picture in moſt lively Colours, gives us a 
ſtronger and truer Idea of the Man, than a ſhadow, 
which expreſſes neither Complexion, nor Features, nor 
any Exactneſs of Proportion : I his is that, than which 
we cannot have any thing more compleat, except the 
Perſon. or Thing it ſelf thus Repreſpented. As there- 
fore this Pattern or Image is the immediate ſigure of the 
Prototype ; ſo is that Shadow made aſter the Pattern tlie 

immediate figure of the Image or Pattern, So that the 

Legal Ordinances, Which ſtood. in this diſtance, were 
indeed a remote Similitude and rough draught of Cele- 
ſtial Perfection and Bliſs ; but a nearer Repreſentation 
of the Goſpel, which drew the Lines diſtinct, and is the 
moſt finiſhed Piece that Men are capable of on this ſide

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and Oblation to ceaſe for more than Sixteen hundred years; 
It is the only long Captivity, that never had an tim 

prefixt for their return, never any One meſſage of com- 

fort, to ſuſtain the hearts ſinking under it, from the firſt 

diſmal blow to this very day It ſeems to have brought 
their Affairs into ſuch Confuſion, that their Genealogies 

are perplexed and loſt, beyond the poſſibility of a Re- 

trieve ; not only of the reſt, but even of thoſe Tribes, on 

which the Prieſthood was entailed, and from whence the 

Meſſiah was to ſpring. So that, ſuppoſing Chriſt not yet

it is not, but virtually it is. Not only as the Summ of a 
Chriſtian's Duty is there reduced to Faith and Moral Vir- 
tues; but, as our Lord began to open the matter to the 
multitudes, when, obſerving the Phariſees Superſtitious 

regard to theſe Ritual Services, he declared, (a) Not that (a) Mar. xv» 
which entreth into the man, but that which goeth out of him 
2 the man; And again to the Woman of Samaria, by 
alluring her, that God was introducing a more Spiritual 

way of Worſhip, and ſuch as ſhould no longer be con- 
 finedeither to the Temple at Mount Geriezim, or that at 
12 But neither was it neceſſary, that the Goſpels 

uld have contained even thus much; becauſe t 

treat only of ſuch matters, as were antecedent to the time 

of this DoQtrin taking place. For the Law, as a ſhadow, 
remained in quite Poſſeſſion, till the Body came to thruſt 

it out. The Typical parts of it muſt firſt be fulfild by 

the Death and Reſurre&ion of Chriſt : Not only fo, 7 

but the New Law muſt be promulged, before it could be- 
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gin, or the Ola one ceaſe; to oblige. This cobſd not be 
done Authoritatively, till after the Holy Ghoſt had been 
given; That was not till the day of Pentecoſt, And all 
the Goſpels cloſe at our Lord's Aſcenſion. | 
The only difficulty then is to account for the Examples 
of thoſe that ſo Religiouſly obſerved it. As to our Lord 
=. himſelf, he came to redeem us from the Curſe of the Lam. 
NF A Curſe, which could not be reverſed till the Law had 
| | been ſatisfied; and therefore, as our Proxy; *twas ne- 
ceſſary he ſhould be made under, and live up to theLaw, 
that ſo he might deliver us from the bondage of it. The 
Apoſtles were enjoyned to addreſs themſelves firſt to the 
E (6) Alt vii.

So long 
as they kept within that compaſs, no wonder we hear 
nothing of this Controverſy. For, except what may be | 
thought to relate to it in St. Peter's Viſton, when ſent for | 
to Cornelius, That which firſt ſet it on foot was an In- 
temperate 7 cal of ſome, who would have impoſed the 
Moſaick Inſtitution upon the Gentile Converts, and con- 
tended,that Chriſtianity without the Law was not ſuffici- 
ent for Salvation. With the Jews born and educated ſuch the 
"Apoſtles had no concern upon this occaſion; farther than 
to aſſert to the Gentiles that Liberty, which'conld not be 
maintained, but by proving that the Lav was now a 
broken Yoke, and that they not only might refuſe it, ut 
were even bound to infiſt upon their 1 The

Preaching more acceptable, were things done upon Con- 

ſiderations merely prudential. The Deci ee of the Apo- 

ſtles had the fame view, and was of the {ame Temper ; 
and the reſtraints impoſed by it, in point of Meats,did no 
way prejudice what they taught concerning thefe mat- 
ters ; which were by no means invaded or forcibly abo- 
liſhed, but wearing of and going out of themſelves. The. 
Summ is this then, Before the death of Chriſt the Ritual 

Law was in full force and virtue. From thence to the 
Deſtruction of the Jewiſh Polity and Temple, and the 
ſuſ cient Publication of the Goſpel, it was in a waſting. 
Condition; dead at the Root but not quite withered a- 


bove; Men were free but they did not know it; At this 
time it was indifferent but not unlawful : and fo a proper 


Subject for Chriſtian prudence to act as every one ſhould: 
find moſt .expedient, and not to deſpiſe or cenſure one 
another, for obſerving or not obſerving it. Now this is 
the very juncture to which the Objections taken from the 
Apoſtles Behaviour and Writings do properly refer, and 


._ conſequently the Objections are of no ſtrength at all. 


Hence the Author to the Hebrews obſerves the languiſhing

Jtatute actually repealed at home, before they are in- 
formed of it's Revocation. But, where the New Law 


is ſufficiently notifyed, to ſuch Perſons tlie Old is fo tar 
from obligatory, that it is no longer ſo much as indifferent, 
but a bondaggaltogether unla w ful; Not to be ſubmitted 
to by any who call themſelves Chriſtians, without great 


Error and Injury to their own Rights; Not to be depend- 


ed upon for Pardon and Salvation, without an interpretative 
renouncing of Chriſt, and denying him to be what he came 
on purpoſe to be the end of the I aw to every one that believeth. 

VI. Laſtly. Whereas it hath been objected, that Moſes 


and ſome other Prophets have foretold the return of the 


Jews, and that they ſhould keep this Law in their own 
Land, I promiſed to ſhew, that Theſe Predictions, even 


when interpreted of their Reſtoration from the preſent 


Captivity and Diſperſion, do not overthrow the Chri- 
ſtian Doctrin, or render it inconfiſtent with the Law, 1 
ſay, not even when interpreted of the preſent Captivity, be- 


cauſe many Learned Perſons have underſtood them of that 


in Babylon ; and by comparing the Jhirtieth of Deuterono- 
my With the Thirty Second of Jeremy and the Firſt of Nehe- 
mial, have thought, the words of Moſes found their juſt 
accompliſhment at that return into their own Land. But, 
with reſpeCt to the great Authorities which have declared 


for this Conſtruction, it muſt be granted, that in the 


kx viii. xxixth. and xxxth. Chapters of that Book, there 


is a threed of Prophecies continued down from time to 
time, and ſo manifeſt an agreement in the Events record- 
ed in the Jewiſh Hiſtories : But eſpecially ſo lively and 
moving a deſcription of the Miſeries of that People, ſince 
the entire conqueſt of them by the Romans, and being 


driven out of their own Land, as is not often to be paral- 


lel'd, ſcarce ever cxceeded in clearneſs, by any Predictions 
relating to that People, in the whole Body of the Antient 
Prophets. Now, if the Paſſages that go before concern 
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low muſt be allowed to engage for Bleſſings Subſequent 

to it. Not to difpute then, whether any more be meant 

by God's bringing back the Jews, than their Converſion 

to the true Faith, and making them One Body with his

us free. But let us rightly underſtand our Priviledge, and not 

uſe that Liberty for a Cloak of Licentiouſneſs. For even now 

there are Sacrifices and Purifications required of Us too; The 

Service is not abrogated quite, but changed and exalted. And 

it muſt be Our daily care, to offer untoGod'the Subſtance inſtead 

of the Shadow, the Calves of our lips, the Sacrifice of a broken and 

eontrite Spirit, the incenſe of devont Prayers and Heavenly Affecti- 

ons; the Works of Juſtice and Charity; In a word, ourſelves, 

our Souls and Bodies, to be a holy, lively and reaſonable Sacti- 

fice unto God; a Sacrifice which is ſure to pleaſe-him- well, and 

be better accepted than thouſands of Rams, and ten thouſunds of 

Rivers of Oyl. Thus ſhall we become a People ele& and precious
